The Big 
Question 


WASHINGTON — Mayors of cities throughout 
the country will find themselves bewildered 
about how to preserve law and order when they 
read the texts of two decisions just rendered by 
the Supreme Court of the United States 
In one case, the court reversed the conviction 
of a Negro minister who was charged with vio- 
' 
fating a city ordinance which made if an of­ 
fense to participate in any parade or procession 
or other public demonstration “ on the streets or 
other public ways” without first obtaining a 
perm it from the city commission. 
The court’s opinion says that to require a per­ 
mit or license which may be granted or with­ 
held at the discretion of a public official Is un­ 
constitutional and in violation of “ freedom of 
speech" under the first amendment. 


IT WAS ARGUED by the city, however, that 
what was involved was not “ pure speech" hut 
the use of public streets and sidewalks “ over 
which a municipality must rightfully exercise a 
great deal of control in the interest of traffic 
regulation and public safety.” 
Justice Stewart, who wrote the court’s m ajor­ 
ity opinion, said that. while the foregoing is 
true, the decisions of the high court ‘have also 
m ade clear that picketing and parading may 
nonetheless constitute methods of explosion, 
entitled to first amendment protection " 
The significant fact is that the Supreme Court 
of toe United States takes it for granted that a 
city doesn't have the right to determine for it­ 
self in advance whether a particular demon­ 
stration is likely to provoke disorder Certainly 
the applicants for a permit always insist that, 
they intend to conduct a “ nonviolent” demon­ 
stration but again and again violence ensues. 
In another case decided by the high court 
Monday, Dick Gregory had been charged with 
and convicted of disorderly conduct The Chica­ 
go police commanded him and the other demon­ 
strators to disperse hut this demand was not 
obeyed. 
The High Court said he wa1? arrested and con­ 
victed for holding a demonstration and not for 
his refusal to obey a police officer. Tn a concur­ 
ring opinion by Justice Black, joined bv Justice 
Douglas, appears this informative quotation: 
“These facts disclosed by the record point 
unerringly to one conclusion, namely, that when 
groups with diametrically opposed, deep-seated 
views are permitted to air their emotional 
grievances, side by side. on city streets, tran­ 
quility and order cannot he maintained even bv 
the joint efforts of the finest and best officers 
and of those who desire to he the most law-a­ 
biding protestors of their grievances. 
“ It is because of this truth and a desire both 
to promote order and to safeguard first amend 
men! freedoms, that this court has repeatedly 
warned states and governmental units that toev 
cannot regulate conduct connected with these 
freedoms through use of sweeping, dragnet stat­ 
utes that may, because of vagueness jeopard 
ize these freedoms 
“ In those cases, however, we have been care­ 
ful to point out that the Constitution does not 
bar enactment of laws regulating conduct, even 
though connected with speech press, assembly, 
and petition, if such laws specifically bar only 
the conduct deemed obnoxious and are careful­ 
ly and narrowly aimed at that forbidden con­ 
duct 
“ The dilemma revealed bv this record is ft 
crying example of a need for some such nar­ 
rowly drawn law It is not our duty and indeed 
not within our power to 
out and define with 
precision just what statutes can be lawfully en­ 
acted to deal with situations like the one con 
fronted here bv police and protestors both of 
whom appear to us to have been conscientiously 
trying to do their duties as they understood 
them ” 


BUT THE BIG QUESTION is how in view of 
the rulings this week. anybody now can writp a 
law that will effectively prevent all the differ 
ent kinds of disorder which result from street 
demonstrations 
Perhaps the answer lies rn a constitutional 
amendment authorizing slates or cities to enact 
laws permitting local officials to use their dis­ 
cretion and allow, in certain cases, onlv audito 
riums, halls, stadiums and parks to he used sn 
that street traffic will not be hindered or injury 
be inflicted on innocent bystanders.

Dr. Pierce said he believes

Emotions 
May Cause 
Grid Injuries 


NEW YORK (AP) - A promi­ 
nent psychiatrist says he is as­ 
tonished that there aren’t more 
injuries in professional football. 
“'Die name of the game, in psy­ 
chological terms, is to kill your 
opponent,” 
Dr. 
Chester 
M. 
Pierce, professor of psychiatry 
at the University of Oklahoma, 
told a symposium in St. Louis. 
“When expert football players 
with maximum experience as 
performers 
and 
magnificent 
all-around physical equipment 
use their keen minds to dedicate 
themselves intensively to con­ 
test, the wonder is that on each 
play there is not serious inju* 
ry.” 
Pierce s comments at a work­ 
shop on football injuries held by 
the Division of Medical Sciences 
of the National Research Coun­ 
cil in cooperation with the Na­ 
tional Football League, were 
carried today in the latest issue 
of the Medical Tribune 
Dr. Pierce said he believes 
many professional football inju­ 
ries result from fatigue caused 
by 
emotional 
stress. 
This 
fatigue may be caused from 
lack of sleep. 
If a football player starts wor­ 
rying about whether his job is in 
jeopardy, the psychiatrist said, 
“the emotional anguish inter­ 
feres with his sleep. 
“Soon both the quantity and 
quality of his sleep is very dif­ 
ferent from what it should be 
and his biological rhythm is put 
out of kilter ”

pneumoconio.sis, commonly call­ 
ed ‘b lack lung,’ and ab out 50,- 
000 of them are prob ab ly dis­ 
ab led b y tlie disease,” sa k Dr. 
Lorin Bl Kerr, a medical offi­ 
cer of the United Mine Workers 
Welfare and Retiremeitf B’und. 
“ In the last 20 years at least 
one million miners have b een 
ex posed to a daily dose of life- 
threatening coal dust,” he said. 
Kerr told a Senate Lab or sub ­ 
committee that the most impor­ 
tant preventive m easure is the 
suppression of coal dust, which 
he said causes the disease. 
“ At work the miners are cov­ 
ered with coal dust. It’s in b heir 
hair, their clothes and 
t h e i r 
skin. The rimis of their eyes are 
coated with it. It gets b etween 
their teeth and they swallow it. 
They inhale so much of it into 
their lungs that until they die 
they never stop .spitting up coal 
dust.,” he said. 
Kerr said the United S'tates is 
35 years b ehind Britain in rec­ 
ognizing and trying to control 
U>? disease. 
Congress, he said, has appro­ 
priated only a little more than 
$1 million for medical researdi 
while European and B riti^ in­ 
vestigators have b een spending 
$20 million a year for 
m o r e 
than a decade. 


“Coal workers’ pneumoconios­ 
is, a man-made plague, can b e 
eliminated in one generation,” 
he sai4- 
In addition to m easures 
to 
suppress coal dust in the mines, 
Kerr urged ex tensive federal re­ 
search into the disease and a 
search for a cure. 
Consideration ^ould also b e 
given to limiting the amount of 
time of a worker in particularly 
du.sty job s to cut down ejqx x sure 
to “b lack lung,” he said.

“Carol Channing and Pearl Bai­ 
ley on Broadway.” 


CAROL, of course, was the 
original Dolly of that bonanza 
of Broadway musicals, “Hello, 
Dolly!” and she played it for 
four years through 1,272 per­ 
formances on Broadway and 
across the land, during which 
the show grossed $17 million. 
Pearl Mae is the Dolly of the 
all-black version that resurrect­ 
ed the dying show on Broadway 
and has kept it playing to solid- 
iy-sold-out houses for the last 
two years. 
Pearly Mae's great success 
with the show has, incidentally, 
held back release of the long- 
completed, 
multimillion-dollar 
film version with Barbra Streis­ 
and. When the movie is re­ 
leased. Dolly will have made 
the complete ethnic circle — 
Carol played her as Thornton 
Wilder conceived her as an 
Irish widow; Pearl, of course, 
plays her black, and Streisand, 
of course, plays her Jewish. 


NOT THAT IT matters with 
this indestructible character — 
she’s 
been 
played Japanese. 
Finnish, Polish, Mexican. Origi­ 
nally, in the ancient Nestroy 
farce where Wilder found ber, 
she was German.

pointed out, because Dolly does 
not sing the song in the show;

WHAT IS really interesting is 
that this special confronts two 
very s p e c i a l talents. Pearl, 
from facing tens of thousands 
of night club audiences, is one 
of the world’s great ad-lib art­ 
ists, who rarely says a line as 
written or as she rehearsed it; 
Carol hews to the text. 
“I knew.” said Carol, “she'd 
throw in those ad-libs — that's

on the stage. I would rehearse, 
getting people to do and say ev­ 
ery possible thing she might do.

WASHINGTON to — A union 
medical officer told a Senate 
hearing today that thousands of 
coal miners cough to death ev­ 
ery year with the “black lung,” 
and urged federal measures to 
cure it. 
“Approximately 125,000 active 
and former coal miners have 
some stage of coal workers’ 
pneumoconiosis, commonly call­ 
ed ‘black lung,’ and about 50,- 
000 of them are probably dis­ 
abled by the disease,” said Dr. 
Larin Pl. Kerr. a medical offi­ 
cer of the United Mime Workers 
Welfare and Retirement P’und. 
“ In the last 20 years af least 
one million miners have been 
exposed to a daily dose of life­ 
threatening coal dust,” he said. 
Kerr told a Senate Labor sub­ 
committee that the most impor­ 
tant preventive measure is the 
suppression of coal dust, which 
he said causes the disease. 
“At work the miners are cov­ 
ered with coal dust. It’s in their 
hair, their clothes and t h e i r 
skin. The rims of their eyes are 
coated with it. It gets between 
their teeth and they swallow it. 
They inhale so much of it into 
their lungs that until they die 
they never stop spitting up coal 
dust,” he said. 
Kerr said the United States is 
35 years behind Britain in rec­ 
ognizing and trying to control 
the disease. 
Congress, he said, has appro­ 
priated only a little more than 
$1 million for medical research 
while European and British in­ 
vestigators have been spending 
$20 million a year for m o r e 
than a decade. 


“Coal workers’ pneumtxxmios- 
is, a man-made plague, cain be 
eliminated in one generation,” 
he said. 
In addition to measures to 
suppress coal dust in the mines, 
Kerr urged extensive federal re­ 
search into the disease and a 
search for a cure. 
Consideration should also be 
given to limiting the amount of 
time of a worker in particularly 
dusty jobs to cut down exposure 
to “black lung,” he said.

7 Weeks Of Grace End 
Fulbright, Other Critics 
Hit Nix on War Handling 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Sen. 
J . W. Fulbright, with other 
congressional dov es not ter be­ 
hind, 
has come down hard 
against the Nix on administra­ 
tion’s haix lling of the Vietnam 
conflict, 
thus 
ending 
sev en 
weeks of grace allowed the 
President to formulaite his war 
policies. 
In 
an interv iew, Fulbright 
broke the silence the war critics 
had 
imposed 
on themselv es 
when Nix on took office to allow 
the new President time to try 
his hand where President John­ 
son had fai<l€ d-4o bring the 
fighting to a speedy end. 
But Fulbright said, as of now, 
he is “ etremex ly disappointed” 
in Nix on’s handling of the war 
situation. 
The Arkansas Democrat, who 
heads the powerful Senate For­ 
eign Relations Committee, said 
that as of the moment he ev en 
feels the United States bears 
“ greaiter 
responsibility ” 
than 
the enemy in not de-escalating 
the fighting. 
Following the bombing halt 
ordered last fall by President 
Johnswi, Fulbright said, ‘‘It is 
my impression tiiat we greatly 
increased our pacificaitiion pro­ 
gram but did not take any other 
steps toward de-escalatiwi.” 
“ Neither side de-escalated,” 
he went on, but “ we i^ re the 
greater responsibility .” 


‘I’m twt. a bit happy about it.” 
Fulbright said that he has 
asked his committee staff to 
prepare a situdy of the degree to 
which action by U.S. ground 
forces might hav e triggered the 
current enemy offensiv e. 
He did say President Nix on 
still has time to rev erse what 
appears to him to be a “ re-esca- 
laticn of the war.” 
Fulbright didn’t make direct 
mention of it, but President Nix ­ 
on has been considering the pos­ 
sibility of taking some sort of 
retaliatory action against North 
Vietnam because of the rec^t 
attacks 
against 
South 
Viet­ 
namese populati(m centers. 
Not all the dov es, howev er, 
want at this time to join in the 
attacks on Nix on. Sen. Albert 
Gore, D-Tenn., another Foreign 
Relations Commitltiee member, 
said “ I hav e nothing now that I 
want to v oice.” 
New York Republican J acob 
K. J av its, the newest Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee 
member, tx » k a rather in-^be- 
tween position. 
“ I don’t believ e the time has 
y et ex pired in which the admin­ 
istration should be giv en the 
time to act,” he said.

7 Weeks Of Grace End 
Fulbright, Other Critics 
Hit Nixon War Handling 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Sen. 
J. W. Fulbright, with other 
congressional doves not far be­ 
hind, 
has come down hard 
against the Nixon administra­ 
tion’s handling of the Vietnam 
conflict,, 
thus 
ending 
seven 
weeks of grace allowed the 
President to formulate his war 
policies. 
In 
an interview, 
Fulbright 
broke the silence the war critics 
had 
imposed 
on themselves 
when Nixon took office to allow 
the new President time to try 
his hand where President John­ 
son had fai1ed-4o bring the 
fighting to a speedy end. 
But Fulbright said, as of now, 
he is “etremexly disappointed” 
in Nixon’s handling of the war 
situation. 
The Arkansas Democrat, who 
heads the powerful Senate For­ 
eign Relations Committee, said 
that as of the moment he even 
feels the United States bears 
‘‘greater 
responsibility” 
than 
the enemy in not de-escalating 
the fighting. 
Following the bombing halt 
ordered last fall by President 
Johnson, Fulbright said, ‘‘It is 
my impression that we greatly 
increased our pacification pro­ 
gram but did not take any other 
steps toward de-escalation.” 
“Neither side de-escalated,” 
he went on, but “we share the 
greater responsibility.” 
And since Nixon succeeded 
Johnson Jan. 20, the handling of 
the war “hasn’t progressed as I 
hoped it would,” Fulbright said. 


‘I’m not a bit happy about it.” 
Fulbright said that he has 
asked his committee staff to 
prepare a study of the degree to 
which action by U.S. ground 
forces might have triggered the 
current enemy offensive. 
He did say President Nixon 
still has time to reverse what 
appears to him to be a “re-esca­ 
lation of the war.” 
Fulbright didn’t make direct 
mention of if, but President Nix­ 
on has been considering the pos­ 
sibility of taking some sort of 
retaliatory action against North 
Vietnam because of the recent 
attacks 
against 
South 
Viet­ 
namese population centers. 
Not all the doves, however, 
want at this time to join in the 
attacks on Nixon. Sen. Albert 
Gore, D-Tenn., another Foreign 
Relations Committee member, 
said “I have nothing now that I 
want to voice.” 
New York Republican Jacob 
K. Javits, the newest Senate 
Foreign 
Relations Committee 
member, took a rather in-be­ 
tween position. 
“I don’t believe the time has 
yet expired in which the admin­ 
istration should be given the 
time to act,” he said. 
“But I believe the signs are 
very clear for the country and 
American policy that we must 
bring the Vietnam war to an 
end.” 
He expressed hope the new 
administration “will profit from 
the disaster that befell the John­ 
son administration and not go 
the same route.”

A N S W E R : People who study the earth’s history tell us 
that plants with true seeds began to spread about 2(X) 
million years ago. The seeds of trees related to pines felt 
out of cones. Such plants are called gymnosperms, good 
examples being our evergreen coniferous trees of today. 
But these are not true flowering plants, for true flowers 
lead to seeds enclosed in little pods or cases; such plants 
are the angiosperms. About 63 million years ago, there 
was a change in North America. Ihe land rose, the flat 
swamps drained away and the climate became cooler. The 
huge reptiles called dinosaurs could not survive and 
became extinct. The first forests of primitive trees were 
submerged and formed beds of coal. And somewhere 
around this time a new kind of plant began to appear: the 
angiosperm, the plant which bore true flowers, such as the 
one we see growing at lower left. This is a humble little 
plant, a kind of magnolia. Yet great things were to come 
from the new angiosperm plants: the flower-bearing, 
broad-leaf trees and all the host of flowers which give us 
so much pleasure today.

\ _ y o u Dr. Brandstanl 
would have to have this opera­ 
tion kl a hospital, it is best not 
to delay this repair work be­ 
cause of the danger that you 
may develop a chronic bladder 
.infection. Your age. of itself, is 
not a reason to avoid the oper­ 
ation. 


Q — My doctor has treated 
me for a Hunter's ulcer of the 
bladder for over a year but the 
ulcer hasn't healed. What would 
you suggest? 
A — I assume that what you 
have is a Hunmer's ulcer, winch 
is notoriously hard to heal. Uo- 
cal treatment through a eysto- 
scope offers the best hope for 
a cure. It would also help if your 
doctor could identify the causa­ 
tive organism so that aal effec­ 
tive antibiotic can be given. In 
some victims an infected diver­ 
ticulum of the 
colon irritates 
the bladder and keeps the ul­ 
cer going. Tn such cases the 
underlying cause must be elim­ 
inated. 


Q — I have Rh-negattve blood 
type O and my doctor says I 
have ABO incompatibility 
I 
have one normal healthy child. 
Please explain about the blood 
typ* 


A — When a woman's blood 
type is O and her husband’s 
is A, B or AB. an incompati­ 
bility of the blood, groups ex­ 
ists. '.Hie result is similar to that 
when an Rh incompatibility ex­ 
ists except that the resulting 
blood disease in a second or 
subsequent child is less severe j 
—usually a mild jaundice. In j 
some cases, however, an ex- j 
change transfusion may he ne­ 
cessity to save the baby’s life. 
Such an emergency rn u s t be 
prepared for ahead of time 


Q — My husband w o I k e d 
with pentachIorophenol for a ! 
number of years, using it as ' 
is his hobby. For the past three 
years he has been depressed 
and lacking in energy. Wh a t 
are the symptoms of poisoning 
with this chemical? 
A — like dinitrophenol and pleats, gay flowers 
phenols in general, pentachior- son favorite 
ophenol is potentially danger­ 
ous. Since it is easily absorbed 
through the skin, lungs and di­ 
gestive tract, precautions must 
be taken to prevent direct con­ 
tact imhaling or swallowing the 
dust or fumes. Chronic expos­ 
ure may cause peplessness, 
headache, skin irritation, thirst 
and general malaise. The most 
important item in treatment is 
avoidance of farther exposure. 
For symptomatic relief, y o u r 
husband should consult his doc­ 
tor.
